In addition to the Philadelphia Or- 
chestra ensemble which will accompany 
the chorus, Ciro De Ritis, the Italian 
operatic baritone, will sing the " Dio 
l'ossente" from " Faust " with the 
Choral Fantasy from the opera which 
the Chor<il will render as their final 
number. Mr. De Kitis has appeared 
with the Society before, at the Bryn 
Mawr concert last June, when he was 
greatly enjoyed by his audience and 
needs no introduction to Narberth.

The "Dio Possente " will be sung 

in Italian by Ciro De Ritis. 

The final number is the most inter- 
esting and effective piece the Choral 
has attempted in any of its programs. 
It covers the best known and most pop- 
ular choruses from this most popular 
opera. The story is familiar to almost 
everyone, and will be but briefly sketch- 
ed here. The libretto by Barber and 
Carre does not attempt to follow the 
Goethe drama, but merely makes use 
of the Faust-Marguerite incident. 

Ftaust, the aged German philosopher, 
after a life of meditation, becomes dis- 
gusted with the smallness of human 
knowledge and his own inability to un- 
ravel the mysteries of Nature. He 
summons to his aid the Spirit of Evil, 
who appears to him under the form of 
Mephistopheles. Through the super- 
natural power of the latter, Faust is re- 
stored to youth and endowed with per- 
sonal beauty and luxurious garb. 
Mephistopheles, in a vision, reveals to 
him the village mnid Margaret, with 
whom he falls in love. Margaret, noted 
for her loveliness, has been left by her 
soldier brother, Valentine, under the 
care of Dame Martha, a worthy but 
not very vigilant personage. The 
maiden at first rejects the stranger's 
advances, but Faust, ai-ded by the influ- 
ence of Mephistopheles, urges his suit, 
and Margaret's resistance is at length 
overcome. Valentine, on returning from 
the wars, learns what has occurred; he 
challenges his sister's betrayer, but, 
through the intervention of Mephis- 
topheles, he is killed in the duel. 
Margaret, horror-stricken at the calam- 
ity of which she is the cause, gives way 
to despair. Her reason .becomes affect- 
ed, and in a frenzy she kills her infant. 
She is thrown into prison, and Faust, 
aided by Mephistopheles, obtains access 
to the cell in which she is confined. 
They both eagerly urge her to fly, but 
Margaret, in whom holier feelings have 
obtained the ascendant, spurns their 
proffered aid, and expires repentant. 
Mephistopheles is triumphant at the 
apparent success of his schemes to: de^ 
stroy a human soul, but a chorus of 
heavenly voices is heard proclaiming 
that there is pardon for the repentant 
sinner,' end the Evil One, foiled and 
overcome, crouches in terror as the 
spirit of Margaret is borne to heaven 
by ministering angels.

The purpose of such contrivances, as 
most of us know, is to receive the odds 
and ends of litter which too often find 
their way into the gutters and shrub- 
bery. 

In the past, when efforts have been 
made to prevent the spread of miscel- 
laneous junk through the highways', 
the plea has been made that the com 
munity lacked adequate places for the 
deposit of such stuff. 

That is no longer the case. The dis- 
carded cigarette box, tobacco can, 
chewing gum wrapper, apple core, news- 
paper, envelope — make out your own 
list — enn now be hidden from the eyes 
of Narberthites and visitors. 

The children, particularly, should be 
taught to use the receptacles provided 
for small waste. They are our future 
commuters and shoppers, and in a few 
years will be responsible for their share 
in keeping the town attractive. There 
is little hardship in using these re- 
ceptacles, for the covers swing back 
and forth in a most engaging manner. 
Even adults may be able to compensate 
for the half dozen extra steps by the 
pleasure of depositing the piece of 
paper in such an interesting mechanical 
contrivance. 

But far be it from the editorial staff 
to wax facetious — that is the province 
of the "Tower." It is the duty of 
Our Town, as it is the duty of every 
citizen, to do his best to make Nar- 
berth the Main Line 's most attractive 
town. The use of these new receptacles 
is one means. Get the habit.

Senator Fletcher W. Stites, Mont- 
gomery County Senator from Narberth, 
was well favored, in that he was placed 
on these import-ant committees in the 
Htate Senate: Appropriations, .Judiciary 
General, Judiciary Specia.1, Law and 
Order and Public Roads and Highways.

His first answer was 
that he believed the Narberth School 
Hoard is exceedingly anxious to do the 
very best for the Narberth children. 
He said he found the Narberth Board 
a very attentive and receptive body, 
and was im-pressed that its momjbers 
«cre thoroughly open-minded. 

"If you lived here, would you favor 
consolidation? " 

"Please do not ask me for a eate- 
gnral yes or no answer to that ques- 
tion. You have heard my views as to 
what a High School should be; kindly 
draw your own conclusions. " 

Inasmuch as Narberth has large spaces 
for outgrowth and development, he 
would not say it might not build up in 
the future a very excellent and worthy 
High School. When told that he was 
mistaken about this, that Narberth, like 
a penny in the center of a big cake- 
pan, was surrounded by l^ower Merion 
township, and greatly limited in its 
possible expansion, he said, "Well, that 
materially alters the case. 1 understood 
differently." 

"Another thing,'' Dr. Lewis volun- 
teered; "you will certainly sooner or 
later suffer the killing of some child 
if your children have to walk up Mont- ;

All that 
could be heard, as he faded away with 
an escort to a waiting auto, was, "That 
is a very important question!"
